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Applicant's arguments filed 12/26/02 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive for the following reasons. 

On page 3 second paragraph of response to after final, applicant argued that 
there is no disclosure of transmitting power control information through a forward 
common channel. The examiner disagrees. The primary reference Corriveau et al 
teach a technique of monitoring or estimating random access channels parameter 
based on the access channel traffic decreasing and increasing the threshold of random 
access values. In doing this Corriveau et al trying to solve the problem that applicant's 
invention trying to solve, i.e., by estimating the access channel traffic, avoids collision of 
data, in other words, monitoring the access channel increases the quality of service. 
Besides the secondary reference which relied on to teach power control technique in 
combination with the primary reference Corrivea et al. These signaling between base 
station and mobile station takes place through forward link "forward channel". Since 
both prior art in same area of indeavor , it would be proper to combine them and meet 
the applicant's claim invention. 
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
